REPORT OF SELECTMEN 

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

We are pleased to report on the work of the year from 
February 15, 1920, to February 15, 1921. 

Coming to this work inexperienced in the handling of 
town affairs, it has been rather strenuous at times and has 
impressed upon our minds the desirability of electing your T 
Board so that there will be at least one member of the out¬ 
going Board on the new or incoming Board year after year. 

As Assessors we have worked as a Board, in an endeavor to » 
equalize the taxes throughout the town. This has resulted 
in raising the total valuation of the town from $1,895,590.00 
in 1919-20, to $2,057,632.00 in 1920-21, an increase of 
S162.042.00 in total valuation, and a rate of $24.60 per 
SI,000.00, while the commitment was $8,867.61 larger 
than in the preceding year. 

During the year a number of buildings have been moved 
from one location to another, repaired and generally 
improved, and several new buildings are under construe- . 
tion. 

As Overseers of the Poor we have cared for our depend¬ 
ants in about the same manner as in previous years. Much- 
needed repairs at the poor farm have been made, but 
notwithstanding, there will be quite extensive repairs 
needed within a few years. We have but one inmate. 
Charles P. Clancy, at the poor farm. Town assistance has 
been given to several inhabitants during the year, and 
there arc two cases of pauper settlement which are in 
process of settlement, with strong evidence pointing to 
Scarborough as the -town to carry the burden. In this 
case it will be necessary to increase the Support of Poor 
appropriation. 
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As Selectmen we have drawn 849 orders on the Town 
Treasurer, amounting to $44,802.16, covering the various 
accounts rendered. 

The Pleasant Hill Road leading from Nonesuch Corner 
over Pleasant Hill to the Spurwink River Road has been 
designated as third-class highway, No. 1, to be built from 
the mill tax, so-called, without expense to the town, and 
there is an unexpended balance in the State Treasury for 
this year of $752.00, available during the summer of 1921. 

The State Highway Commission required a certified 
measurement of the wrought roads in Scarborough, which 
we have made and found ninety-four miles exclusive of 
several miles of privately owned roads. At the annual 
town meeting it was voted to raise S4,650.00 on a five 
times proposition for State aid road No. 1, but owing to 
shortage of funds the Commission apportioned one-year 
funds, $930.00, which automatically reduced your appro¬ 
priation to the same amount. This was levied and raised 
by direct tax. At a special town meeting held in 
September, this amount of S930.00 was transferred to 
State aid road No. 2, by vote, and has been worked out 
and settled with the State. At the same meeting you 
voted to have the Selectmen borrow and expend SI.000.00 
on the Black Point Road from Oak Hill Four Comers to 
Prout’s Neck, a distance of about five miles. This road 
was scarified, cleared of rocks, and shaped with a road 
machine the entire distance; the ditch on easterly side of 
Oak Hill was cleaned out and a good gravel top put on the 
road-bed of the hill, at an expense of $815.93. During the 
late fall $82.58 was spent on this road trying to get a 
smooth frozen surface for the winter, which proved impos¬ 
sible. Thus, a total of $898.51 has been expended, leaving 
a balance of $101.49 in the treasury, $50.00 of which can 
be charged to interest account, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $51.49. 

You appropriated for schools in 1920, SI2,700.00, and for 
all kinds of roads, $13,505.00, an average of S143.67 per 
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mile for road work, which is too small an amount to do 
proper constructive work with, in consideration of the 
amount and kind of travel. Then comes the upkeep or 
maintenance question, which is well answered by a quota¬ 
tion from Good Roads Year Book for 1917: 

“Continuous maintenance makes a lower cost of time 
and labor each succeeding year.” 

It was an unusually bad winter for snow roads during 
1919-20, and caused a heavy overdraft of $1,519.74, which 
has been paid, but unless we meet with similar conditions 
this winter it will not be necessary to increase this appro¬ 
priation. 

The Nonesuch River Bridge question, which was left 
to the discretion of your Board, has been disposed of for 
the time being by replanking, the cost being charged to 
the regular bridge account. In the judgment of your 
Board this bridge is good for two to five years more service. 
In the meantime plans should be worked out by com¬ 
petent engineers to determine the nature of the founda¬ 
tions needed; also the type of bridge required, and to that 
end we have requested an appropriation of $200.00 in 
Article 51 of the town warrant. 

At' the regular town meeting, March, 1920, the town 
declined to accept the road laid out by the Selectmen from 
the State road to land of David I. Sawyer, from which 
decision Mr. Sawyer appealed to the County Commis¬ 
sioners. A meeting was called for the purpose of giving 
all parties a chance to be heard, at which meeting your 
Board opposed the laying out of this road and endeavored 
to sustain the vote of the town, but the County Commis¬ 
sioners, by a vote of three to one, sustained Mr. Sawyer in 
his appeal. Now the matter is again before you for con¬ 
sideration.

During the year nearly 600 women have registered and 
taken part in the National and State elections, and no 
doubt they have come to stay, therefore it will be necessary 
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to provide better facilities in our town hall in the 
immediate future. Better heating, seats, and a rest room 
should be provided. 

In closing, we desire to express our sincere appreciation 
of the loyal and earnest support of all the town officers 
during the year.

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SCHOOL REPORT 

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

A year ago these three recommendations were submitted 
for your consideration: 

1. The standardization and beautification of all school 
buildings in the town. 

2. Steps leading to the reorganization of our school 
system with emphasis on the Junior-Senior high school. 

3. The erection of a building centrally located to house 
such a school and to provide the community features of a 
modern school building. 

'This educational program was put forward to give every 
child in our town a square deal. Just as it is the slogan 
of >tates that no child should be penalized by educational 
disadvantages because he lives in a certain town, so it 
should be our aim to see that no child is similarly penalized 
because he lives in a certain locality. 

In a one teacher school, which includes all eight grades, 
it is impossible to give every child a square deal. Certain 
groups of children,—perhaps because they are going to 
high school, or for some other reason,—will receive special 
attention. Such special attention to a single child or 
group of children means inadequate attention to the other 
pupils. On the other hand, if the teacher is sufficiently 
mechanical as to be able to divide her attention absolutely 
equally, this does not allow the teachers to give careful 
attention to the special needs of individuals. Thus the 
deficient child who needs special help in order to keep up 
with others of his age or the naturally brilliant child who 
should be assisted in making better-than-ordinary progress 
must suffer the penalty of the school system. 
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In either situation, justice to the children is defeated, 
and justice to our children should be a sufficient reason for 
bringing about the correct reorganization of our school 
system. 

A second advantage which would come from providing 
a correct school system, would be that better schools 
would be an inducement for people to come to the town. 
The population of Scarborough in 1920 was eighty less 
than by the census of 1910. Improvement of education 
is one of the first attractions which we should make pos¬ 
sible so that at least inadequate educational facilities will 
not be a factor in keeping home-seekers away. Along 
this same line, improvement of school conditions will be 
an inducement which will keep and attract good teachers 
and will result in further development of our school 
efficiency. 

Finally, such a reorganization would definitely increase 
the wealth of the town. Adapting to Scarborough an idea 
given by United States Commissioner of Education Claxton 
at a conference last May, there are three factors on which 
the wealth of our town depends. The first is the fertility 
of the soil and other natural resources. The second is the 
native ability of the people,—the ability with which they 
are born. The third is the acquired ability which is 
gained through education. The first two factors arc fixed. 
The third is what we make it. If the education provided 
in Scarborough decreases, the power of production 
decreases; if education increases, the power of production 
and the wealth of the town increases. Carry this one step 
further and make the education such as will enable the 
future citizen to make the best use of the natural resources 
and the combination will not only increase materially the 
production of the town, but will provide our young people 
with attraction to the work for which the town gives 
opportunity and .keep them with us. Any educational 
program for Scarborough should put considerable emphasis 
on agricultural work. 
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With these reasons and the recommendations of a year 
ago in mind, in agreement with your School Committee, 
I urge the following definite steps in our educational 
program for the immediate future: 

1. The erection, as soon as possible, of a new grade 
school at Dunstan. The present building is unsanitary 
and unsatisfactory and should be immediately replaced. 
This is a direct step in the standardization of our schools 
which is imperatively needed. 

2. The immediate purchase of land at Oak Hill near 
the high school lot. This land could be used, starting 
this spring, for agricultural work in connection with the 
Oak Hill school, and could eventually be used for the 
erection of the new high school building. Even when that 
building is completed, there will still be adequate land for 
continuing the work in agriculture. 

3. The erection, as soon as practical, of a new building 
such as was just mentioned. The time is not yet ripe for 
such a building project, owing to the unsettled economic 
conditions and the present high cost of building. How¬ 
ever, it is anticipated that within less than a year condi¬ 
tions will reach normal and the cost of building will be 
reduced. As soon as this condition is reached, the work 
of building should be started at once. 

In connection with the need of this, you are urged to 
read the reasons presented in last year’s report for the 
adoption of the Junior-Senior high school plan. Copies 
of this material will be furnished on request. 


THE PAST YEAR. 

The chief causes for gratification during the past year 
have been along the lines of teacher efficiency, standardiza¬ 
tion of schools, development of health improvement, 
extension of the work through evening school and com¬ 
munity activity. 
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TEACHERS. 

Scarborough is very fortunate in her present force of 
teachers. Of the twelve teachers in the grade schools, 
ten have had the benefit of normal training school, while 
the other two have had long and successful experience. 
Of these, all but one are Scarborough girls who understand 
and can pass on the spirit of loyalty to our town. Of the 
three high school teachers, all are college graduates; two 
have had considerable experience, and one took special 
professional work during last summer. Two of the grade 
school teachers arc “helping teachers” who took special 
work under the State Department of Education and, at 
the expense of the State, are serving the entire town 
through educational and community work. 

STANDARDIZATION. 

As a result of work started previously and completed 
during the past year, the North Scarborough school has 
been brought to the standards of the State Department of 
Education in the matters of heating, lighting, ventilation, 
and the arrangement of toilet facilities. Improvements 
have also been made along these lines at Beech Hill. At 
Oak Hill a playground has been planned and financed 
through private contributions and will be put into operation 
as soon as the weather is suitable. Electric lights have 
also been installed in four rooms and at the outside dooi 
of the Oak Hill school. 

HEALTH IMPROVEMENT. 

Weighing and measuring of pupils in all schools have 
been instituted during the year, and medical inspection 
has been started and will be continued. For arousing 
interest in the factors which will promote good health, the 
attention of the pupils has been attracted by the Health 
Crusade material. 
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A most notable development which tends to better 
health and better work has been the establishment of a 
hot lunch in the high school. This work was carried on 
by the pupils themselves under the direction of the teacher, 
Miss Bryant. The lunch counter has been self-supporting 
and besides providing its own equipment has made a profit 
which will be used in equipment of the proposed new high 
school. This work was materially assisted through the 
co-operation of pupils and friends. Similar excellent work 
has been accomplished at the Beeph Ridge school, under 
the direction of Miss Storey. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 

On January 3, an evening school with an enrollment of 
thirty-two pupils was established at the high school, with 
courses in business English, modern history, stenography, 
typewriting, penmanship, bookkeeping, and mechanical 
drawing. The teachers at this school, Elwood G. Bessey, 
Frances V. Bryant, E. P. Bullock, Rev. R. H. Colby, and 
the janitor, A. W. Hodgman, are contributing their services. 
The school was started as an experiment and promises to 
be a sufficient success for the town to take definite steps 
for maintaining it as a permanent feature of the school 
system. 


COMMUNITY ACTIVITY. 

The agricultural club work has been continued during 
the past year with good success, gaining one county 
championship. Continued encouragement of this work 
by citizens is urged. Several community meetings have 
been held during the year, at which the attendance and 
interest of the parents and other citizens was most gratify¬ 
ing. 

After all, the best test of the school is its product. Thus 
it is with pleasure that we find three pupils from last 
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June’s graduating class in Maine colleges, in addition to 
two other recent graduates of the school. Many of the 
other graduates are also in good positions, while the present 
achievements of our schools make it possible for our 
students to transfer to schools of other towns without loss 
of grade. 

To maintain and improve this standard should be the 
aim of every thoughtful citizen, and support of the pro¬ 
posed educational program is accordingly urged. 

In closing, I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
members of the School Committee and teachers for their 
thoughtful deliberation, wise counsel, and sympathetic 
co-operation in all matters pertaining to the welfare of the 
schools, and to the town officials for their cordial attitude 
and fine spirit of good fellowship.

Greeting: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby
